THE ¢ SE DIFFICULTY 


The tension between England and} 

Russia as to their prestensions in’ 
China grows more acute. The Rus: | 
fians object to clauses in a Chinese 
rellway contract giving the  pro-, 
prietors of the Northern railway cer- 
tain privileges inconsistent with the 
Russian claime to be the only railway 
owners in Manchuria. The English 
ninister supported the contrary, but 
on the Russians repeating their pro- 
tests In a more peremptory form, the 
Chinese showed a disposition to re- 
cede from their agreement. Sir 
Claude Macdonald therefore informed 
theTsang-le-Yamure, that his govern- 
mont insisted upon his countrymer’s 
rights, and if pressure were supplied 
to Pekin his government would sup- 
port China, adding that if after this 
assurance China gave way, Great 
Britain would exact retribution, Mr. 
Broderick on Tuesday stated that Sir 
Claude was acting upon his Inatruc- 
tions, and that the British govern- 
ment regarded the contract between 
China and the Northern = railway 
as a binding agreement. 
; London and &t. Peteraburg are 
therefore at open variance, and if the 
latter threatens Pekin, as M. de Jurs, 
the new Russian minister there, 
svems Inclined to do, & grave situation 
will arise, one, in fact, which must 
produce either a retreat by one party 
or a war. 

It is coming rapidly to this, that 
Furope as a whole must make a 
serious agreement as to “spheres of 
influence” in China with well defined 
boundaries, or the effort to prevert a 
genera) war will be a failure, 

It is simply impossible for the Mm- 
peror of Rusala, however, devoted he 
may be to peace as a theory, to allow 
any European power to interfere in 
Manchuria or even to acauire influ- 
ence there, This grand province is 
the natural outlet of his Asiatic 
dominion, an acquisition without 
which Siberia is practically valueless, 
the object and the pivot of the present 
Czar's reign. He cannot retreat, and 
if we declare war on him, France will 
be called to his assistance, and all 
Turope will speedily be in flames. 

On the other hand, the British 
position is extraordinarily difficult. 
British subjects have acquired railway 
concessions which interfere with Rus- 
sian dominance in Manchuria, the 
Chinese threaten to modify these con- | 
cessions under Russian pressure, and 
{t is part of our policy when dealing | 
with semi-civilized states to insist that | 
industrial rights upon which large | 
sums have been staked shall hot be 
violently cancelled or subject to un- 
just tnterference, 

Lord Salisbury must therefore press 
the government of China to abstain 
from yielding to Russian pressure; 
{f he presses, he must in common Jjus- 
tice guarantee Pekin against the con- 
sequences of refusal, and in that 
guarantee lies hidden a collision with 
Russia, with all its far reaching con- 
s quences,

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BENNETT SUDPRISES THEM 


The remarkable speech delivered by 
Mr. Bennett in the Legislative Assem- 
bly on Thursday had the desired 
effect.

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THOROUGHBRED GATTLE 


While estockmen and farmers receg- 
nize and fully appreciate the low 
freight rates of the C. P, R. Co. on 
thoroughbred stock from the east, they 
beginning to feel that the eom- 
pany should go a step further and 
make a cut on the present prevailing 
rates on thoroughbreds from one part 
of the Territories to another, The 
following is an illustration, Some 
two years ago Mr. Kolterman, of 
Lacombe, purchased a two year old 
thoroughbred bull from James Bolton, 
of Okotoks.
